B R IT A IN ’S NEW BUDGET 


Both because of its importance in world affair*, and 
because of the light it sheds on certain trend* in the United 
States, it is urgent that the American people have some 
understanding of the new British budget recently sub­ 
mitted to the House of Commons. 
As a preliminary, it might he observed that Socialism 
in England continues to have a “good press" in certain 
circles in this country; and that it is amazing how far fiom 
the facts some of the widely publicized versions of the 
British budget really are. 
Three impressions probably were gained by those 
who took sufficient interest in the matter to glance through 
the news stories, without attempting to analyze the figures 
contained. These are: 
A. That the British budget was “balanced." 
B. That taxes are higher in England than in the 
U. S. 
C. That the budget realistically faces the true
